Senator Humphrey, when interviewed on 10/4/71, 
made available a cover letter from one DaviiXl 
Price, New York Ci+y, which served as a 
transmittal letter for the forged letter. Investigation 
has been unable to establish the whereabouts of one

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In summary, the "My Dear Abba" letter indicates 
that Justice GOLDBERG entered into r. collusion with 
Israeli Foreign Minister ABBA EBAN and Dr. HENRY A. 
KISSINGER as long ago as April, 1968, in order to place 
Dr. KISSINGER in a position of Political Affairs Advisor 
to RICHARD M. NIXDN, should he be elected President. 

Mr. GOLDBERG stated emphatically that the letter 
is an out and out forgery, and that he called a press 
conference at 2:30 p.m., October 1, 1971, to denounce it as 
such. 






Justice GOLDBERG said he made a statement to the 
Press, which he feels could be misconstrued. The Justice, 
In commenting on the forgery, said to the Press he had 
called Director HOOVER to discuss the matter and that the 
Director was unavailable. He informed interviewing Agents 
that he holds the Director in high esteem, and that the 
record should reflect that the Bureau responded quickly to 
his call. If necessary, he will be happy to inform the 
Press, should it become an issue. Prior to the press 
conference he had unsuccessfully endeavored to reach the 
Director, and he assumed that he was out of town. However, 
he spoke with the Director immediately after the press 
conference. 









Justice GOLDBERG informed interviewing Agents that 
he regards the "My Dear Abba" letter as an attempt to "mess 
up" the present Middle East situation, by making, it look like 
Dr. KISSINGER, Justice GOLDBERG and our government "are in 
the pocket of the Israelis 1 '. He also stated that he feels 
it is definitely connected to the Middle East debate to be 
held soon at the United Nations in New York, regarding the 
Middle East situation. Justice GOLDBERG considers the "My 
Dear Abba" letter a criminal act, inasmuch as he said it is 
a blatant forgery which purports to be an official United 
States Government document, which relates to his activities 
as the United States Ambassador to the United Nations, 
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Justice GOLDBERG said that the "My Dear Abba" 
letter is untypical of his style of writing. He pointed 
t out that he has known Foreign Minister EBAN for many years 
and has consistently addressed him as AUBREY or by his 
official title; the letter is ungrammatical; words are 
omitted; and many of the phrases in the letter sound to 
him as "Chinese"; the style of type is different to that * 
which he consistently used in his office at the United 
Nations. Because of the impact he feels that the "My Dear 
Abba" letter could have on the Middle East situation; because 
he regards it as a criminal act; and because of the mention 
of Dr. HENRY A. KISSINGER, he contacted the Director of the 
FBI, Dr. HENRY A. KISSINGER, Assistant Secretary of State 
JOSEPH SISCO, Senator HUBERT H. HUMPHREY, noting that he 
was unsuccessful in reaching the Attorney General and the 
Secretary of State.

Justice GOLDBERG furnished interviewing Agents 
the attached copy of the letter he directed to the Attorney 
General today. The second paragraph of the letter indicates 
that the Justice considers the letter a forgery, and that 
he requests an investigation so that the identity of the 
forger can be exposed and appropriate criminal procedures 
initiated against him. The letter further states that the 
request is in the interest of our government, since the 
letter relates to an important phase of our country's 
foreign policy, i.e., the situation in the Middle East. 

The Justice furnished to interviewing Agents a 
H carbon copy of a letter dated February 12, 1968, dictated 
by the Justice, to the Washington Post" newspaper. He 
requested that the letter be returned for his files upon 
completion of investigation. The Justice said that this 
tetter, which is also attached to instant airtel, was 
written on the typewriter used by his secretary at the 
United Nations. He submitted the letter as evidence that 
the typing is different from the enclosed "My Dear Abba" 
letter. Although he had two secretaries, who used different 
typewriters, he said that the February 12, 1968 letter is 
typical of both typewriters. Casual perusal of the "My 
Dear Abba" letter and the GOLDBERG letter to the Washington 
Fost" indicates that they were obviously not typed on the 
same machine. 
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During the course of the interview, Mr. Justice 
GOLDBERG received a telephone call from Mr. V« C. SULLIVAN 
of the FBI, at which time the Justice, in brief, described

Dear General Mitchell; 

I wish to direct to your official attention the enclosed letter 
which apparently is being circulated and which purports to be 
an official letter of mine during my tenure as Representative 
of the United States of America to the United Nations. 

The letter is a forgery, and I therefore request. an investiga- 
tion so that the identity of the forger can be exposed and 
appropriate criminal proceedings initiated against him. 

I make this request in the interests of our government since 
the letter relates to an important phase of our country *s 
foreign policy, i.e., the situation in the Middle East. 

The letter was first called to my attention this morning, and, 
immediately upon its receipt, I attempted to .communicate with 
you but was advised that you were out of the city. 

. I also telephoned Director J. Edgar Hoover, of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, but he, too, was unavailable today. 

Inasmuch as the letter, as I have indicated, relates to the 
foreign policy of the country, I also telephoned Secretary of 
State Rogers, but he is in New York for conferences at the 
United Nations. However, I spoke with Assistant Secretary of 
State Joseph Sisco, who is in charge of this jarea and advised 
him of the contents of the letter.

a photocopy of a typewritten letter, purportedly written and signed by 
Mr.' Arthur J. Goldberg on April 16, 1968, to the Bureau. This letter, 
avowed by Mr. Goldberg to be a forgery, intimates collusion on the 
part of Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban, Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, 
and Mr. Goldberg in an effort to place Dr. Kissinger in the position of 
Political Affairs Advisor to President Richard M. Nixon. The disputed 
letter plus an exemplar of typewriting provided by Mr. Goldberg and 
a photocopy of Mr. Goldberg* s genuine signature were furnished to the 
Laboratory on 10/4/71 for examination. 

Lack of clarity in the photocopy of the disputed letter, 
which had also been reduced in size, would not permit the Laboratory 
to ascertain the make and model of the typewriter used in its preparation. 
However, it was possible to determine that the typewriting on the 
disputed letter is different from the exemplar of typewriting prepared 
on a typewriter used by Mr. Goldberg's secretary at the United Nations 
in 1968. Whether or not the Goldberg signature on the disputed letter 
is a forgery could not be determined because of the limited amount of 
known writing and lack of clarity in photocopies of both the known and 
questioned signatures. 

Washington Field Office and New York are being apprised 
of the result of the Laboratory examination, the need for original 
documents, and a sufficient dumber of Mr. Goldberg* s signatures to 



show normal variation in his^haiidwriting.

Arthur Goldberg, General Counsel of the CIO, was in 
^contact with Assistant to the Director Nichols on various 
occasions from January, 1950, to March, 1951, as a result of the 
recommendation of Hk>*or.'Mi*mvA of the&o*t-Eall Syndicate, New 
Tork City, who thought that Goldberg could be very helpful to the 
BureaUm 1W^*f«**3 advised that Goldberg subsequently commented 
on these meetings and had remarked that he would do anything he 
possibly could to be of assistance to the Bureau if he were ever 
called upon to help* (61-7562-158?) 

In December, 1950, Mr. Goldberg informed Mr. Nichols 
that the CIO had recently had difficulty in getting one of its 
members into the United States and it was his understanding that 
this was the result of erroneous information in the FBI files. 
After checking the Bureau files, Mr. Nichols advised Mr. Goldberg 
that this was not the result of any action on the part of the 
Bureau. Goldberg subsequently sent Mr. Nichols documents which 
he desired to become a part of the Bureau records. He was 
advised that this would be done and that the information would be 
passed to other interested agencies. v (100-37 6151-1) 

During the conversation with Mr. Nichols on December 22, 
1950, Mr. Goldberg mentioned the recent CIO Convention and 
remarked that he was successful in preventing several resolutions 
from getting to the Resolutions Committee. These resolutions, 
which emanated from persons close to Walter Reuther, were critical 
of the Bureau. At this time Mr. Goldberg suggested that it might 
be very helpful to the Bureau to talk with Reuther relative to 
the progress being made in the Reuther case. Goldberg was 
convinced that Reuther 's attitude would change materially by 
meeting and shaking hands with the Director, and advised that yj 

Reuther could be converted to the Bureau by merely facing the facts.

Mr. HUMPHREY. Mr. President. J 
nsfc unanimous consent that an open 
letter signed by Arthur J. Goldberg, gen- 
era! counsel for the Congress of indus- 
trial Organizations; Welly K. Hopkins. 
counsel for the United Mine Workers; 
and J. Albert Wall, counsel (or the 
American Federation of Labor, be printed 
In the Appendix of the Rrcouo. 

The letter is a significant weapon In 
the arsenal of democracy against the on- 
slaught of Communist totalitarianism. 
It reflects the overwhelming sentiment of 
the American free labor movement In Its 
defense of the American system of 
democracy and In Its recognition that the 
Soviet Union enslaves both the working 
people and their trade unions. 

In recent weeks an international law- 
yers' conference met in Vienna which 
passed the resolution distorting the na- 
ture of the American society. The reso- 
lution has been distributed throughout 
the world by the Communist-controlled 
Federation of World Trade Unions, The 
reply by Messrs. Woll, Hopkins, and 
Goldberg, the outstanding labor lawyers 
in America, deserves the widest ctrcu- 
Intlon in Its attack against Communist 
totalitarianism and its eloquent espousal 
of democracy. 

The conclusion Is Inescapable that the 
trade unions In the Soviet Union cannot 
be celled free. Indeed, "they do not de- 
serve the appellation of 'trade union'." 
I commend Messrs. Hopkins, Woll, and 
OoldbeiE for taking the initiative In ex- 
posing once again the fraud that is com- 
munism. The American trade union 
movement Is again demonstrating that It 
is one of the most effective champions of 
democracy In the world. 

There being no objection, the letter 
was ordered to be printed In the Kecorb, 
as follows:

Oor, nemo, Oenfiral Coombm, fob 
T»r ('.iweji'sor Industrial On (ionizations 
We arc addressing thtn open letter to you in 
Our capacities as the chief lawyers for the 
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American Federation of Labor, the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations, ana the United 
Mine Workers of America — the three United 
States trade union organizations affiliated 
with the International Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions. 

Our attention has recently been directed to 
the resolution of the International Confer- 
ence of Lawyers, held lt» Vienna under the 
auspices of the International Association of 
Democratic Lawyers, which resolution was 
published In Le Peupla of February 1, IBM: 
and to the speech of M. Leon Lyon-Oaen, 
honorary first president or the Court of cas- 
sation of France at the Vienna, conference aa 
printed In World Trade Union Movement, 
the publication of the Communist- domin- 
ated World Federation ot Trade Unions, 
dated February 1, IB54. 

Speaking na Individuals and as lawyers 
Intimately and constantly concerned with 
the legal problems of the American trade 
union movement, we take this means of 
vigorously probating and denying trte Im- 
plications of the speech M. l.enn Iiyun-Cnert, 
and or the resolution ndo|>teri l>y the Inter- 
national Conference of Lawyers. 

In addition, we take this mean* of express- 
ing our vigorous protest at the statement of 
prof. Sergei Bratus, of the Soviet delegation 
to thu 1 conference, who In a report in the 
publication. News, of Moscow, dated February 
18. 1054, inferred that the International As- 
soc! atton of Democratic Lawyers la "the 
movement of the honest lawyers of the 
world." It la no such thing. 

It Is clear to ua that the Vienna Confer- 
ence, sponsored by the International Asso- 
ciation of Democratic Lawyers, was nothing 
more or lew than a!c,ru,,t of undiluted Com- 
murdat propaganda. If honest lawyers are 
so naive as to accept the flouting of logic 
which marked the resolutions and speeches 
of the Conference, they scarcely deserve the 
trust and respect of democratic peoples 
throughout the world. 

An analysln of M. Lyon-Caen'a Address, 
which Is being circulated by the WFTU, 
ahowa that he sought to establish two major 
points: (a) violation of trade union rights 
and civil liberties crows only In the demo- 
cratic countries of the free world; and (h) 
union rights and civil rights receive full pro- 
tection only in the Soviet Union and the 
satellite so-called people's democracies. This 
conclusion is one that no honest lawyer fully 
aware of the facta And the law. can sup- 
port by any known process of logic. 

We have learned that the International 
Association of Democratic Lawyers was a 
sponsor of the vicious nod false report on 
germ warfare In 1053. No group of honest 
lawyers emild Issue such a report, because 
the story ol the use of germ wnrfnre by the 
American and United Nations forces In Korea 
and China Is an unfounded, deceiving, 
vicious fabrication for which there ta not the 
slightest aclentlflc htwta ot evidence. 



Further study of the background of the 
International Association of Democratic 
Lawyers finds that ft has uniformly extolled 
the alleged, but actually nonexistent, pro- 
tection of civil righta In Communist- 
controlled countries white magnifying and 
distorting the facts about violation or civil 
and trade union rights In the non -Commu- 
nist world. This background can scarcely 
appeal to truly honest and democratic law- 
yers, who seek to make determinations based 
on tact and tn adopt progressive philoso- 
phies based on reAllty. 

M. Lyon-Caens speech, as reported In the 
WFTU Journal, la a long recording ot the 
prohicms and difficulties faced by organized 
labor in the United States and other non* 
Communist countries. 

As labor lawyers, we, of course, realise that 
the trade-union movement In the United 
States and other n on -Communist nations has 
prohlema; but we are also fully conscious of 
the tremendous progress which the working 
people have made In developing their demo- 
cratic trade-union organisations and, over 
the long run, of strengthening and Improv- 
ing the legislation under which they func- 
tion. 

We would he the first to acknowledge, as 
trftde-unlon lawyers, that the Taft-Hartley 
Act waa a backward step — but In perspective 
It does not merit the abuse for the American 
system of democracy which the Interna- 
tional Association ot Democratic Lawyers 
and other Communis spokesmen have 
heaped upon the American people in recent 
years. 

We also would not deny that tn certain 
underdeveloped areas of the globe great prog- 
ress must be made In developing a free, 
democratic, and vigorous trnrte-nnion move- 
ment. In eliminating antiunion legislation, 
and In establishing a firm base for the prog- 
ress of the workers' organisations. 

nut, as nny truly honest lawyer must real- 
ize, the great strength of the democratic 
system Is that It permits of change; that It 
offers a framework for the development of 
civil liberties, civil rights, and the orderly 
growth of trade unionism; that It encourages 
the participation of all the people and an 
accumulating understanding and strength- 
ening of those fundamental liberties which 
are the basis of a civilized society. Certainly 
M Iiyon-Caen, If he were making an objec- 
tive presentation, recognizing as he must the 
glorious heritage ol the French people, would 
not fail to recognize the glories of the demo- 
cratic process — of free thought and free 
speech, Ireedom to worship, and freedom of 
asiemblnge. 

Certainly, also, he would have to recognize 
that In wide sections of the world the forces 
or totalitarianism are pledged to the destruc- 
tion of those rights. That was true in Nazi 
Germany. That Is true In Fascist nations, 
such an Spain and Argentina, and It Is also 
true In the Communist world o( Soviet Hus- 
Bin, Soviet China, and the satellite nations.

On the record of the facts of repression of 
trade unions, of slave-labor camps, and of 
harsh laws harshly administered against the 
Independence of the workers, we are at a toss 
to understand how M. Lyon-Caen can say, as 
he did In his Vienna speech* 

"One must not confuse these practices 
(1. e. repression of trade union and civil 
rights) with those of the Socialist countries 
where the state certainly takes an Interest 
In the functioning of the trnde unions, hut 
to facilitate their formation and the func- 
tioning In order to accord them an ever 
greater role In the life or the enterprise and 
of the nation. Legislation in three countries 
threatens in no way the Independence ot the 
unions, on the one hand (In capitalist and 
colonial countries) we know a police control 
of the untona by the opponents of the trade 
union movement and the placing of workers' 
organizations In tutelage; on the other han^ 
(in Socialist countries), in contrast there tfl 
the granting of very broad powers to tl.™ 
unions and the Industry to facilitate the 
accomplishment of their task." 

This statement — the only allusion In the 
speech to the relationship of the Soviet bloc 
of states to the Vrntle unions ot their coun- 
tries, flies directly In Hie face of a massive 
amount of evidence. 

In the Soviet Union and the satellite coun- 
tries, there Is no independence for the trade 
unions. The bylaws or the Soviet trade 
unions make clear that these trade unions 
are permitted no Independence. The bylaws 
of the All Union Central Council of the 
Trade Unions or the U 6 3, R . according to 
the organization's own paper, Trud, May 11, 
1949, reported: 

"Soviet trade unions conduct all their 
worn under the direction o( the Communist 
Party- the organizing and directing force 
of Socialist society. The trade unions of the 
U. 8. S- R. rally the working musses around 
the party of Lenin nnd Stalin." 

Certainly, there Is no Indication of Inde- 
pendence or freedom lor trade unions when 
they are. by their own bylaws, placed under 
the control of a party or atnte— even when 
that party or atnte falsely clnlma, ns docs 
the Soviet Union and Its Communist Part " 
ft Is the friend or the representative of tt. 
workers themselves. 

No sane man can claim that the Soviet 
Union or Its satellite countries has come 
close to approaching the utopla about which 
Its founders and its leaders have spoken so 
ecstatically. The Soviet press occasionally, 
as part of official self-criticism, reports of 
bad working conditions, exploitation, shoddy 
construction of workers' homes and a host ot 
other similar mailers. Yet, never in a blue 
moon %Ui the Soviet trade union* do any- 
thing about even these acknowledged 
problems.

When it had 
been accomplished, the chairman of the 
Presidium nf the Soviet Union l,nd siirtdenly 
become the secretary of the Mi Union cen. 



tral Council of Trade Unions — by Govern- 
ment order and without any record ot prior 
action to elect him by the Soviet trade 
unions. Can a ease be argued for Independ- 
ence of the trade unions when they are not 
even free to pick their leader? 

In every country -where there Is a bona 
fide trade-union movement, the agreement 
With management Is the major goal of the 
workers and their trade-union leaders. Yet, 
In the Soviet Union, "The agreement of the 
parties {in negotiating collective agreements] 
plays a subordinate role In the determination 
of the amount of wages or salaries.*' (I. T. 
Gelyafcova. Labor Legislation. Moscow. 1947.) 

It Is an essential of free trade unionism 
everywhere that the workers should have * 
voice in determining the rates by which they 
•will be paid. Yet. In the Soviet Union (Trud, 
February 20. 1847 ) , "It U well known that 
the rates of wages for workers, engineering- 
technical personnel, and office employees are 
established only by Government decisions." 
And this official trade-union organ continues, 
"It is the task of the trade unions and cf 
managements to create conditions lor In- 
creased productivity of labor, and thus to 
create the conditions for a raising of wages." 

This impotence on the part of the unions 
was Indicated by a delegate to the 1949 con- 
vention of the Soviet trade unions (the first 
convention in many years, incidentally) as 
reported by a member of ft Swedish trade- 
union delegation which visited that conven- 
tion. According to this Swedish unionist. 
writing in the Swedish trade unions' afflcial 
publication: 

"Comrade Koetkln made a still more grave 
complaint. Be said that questions of wages 
and working conditions are being settled 
without hearing the union concerned. He 
considered this unreasonable because of the 
expert knowledge of facts represented by the 
unions. Tet he, too. avoided demanding 
that the interests of labor should be taken 
into consideration. It seems as If these In- 
terests are not Identical with those of man- 
agement — a fact bard to reconcile with the 
official theory." 

The workers of the Communist world do 
not have the right to strike. Without the 
strike weapon, no trade union, regardless of 
the society in which it functions, has free- 
dom to defend Its members against repres- 
sion, against attacks on the security of its 
organization, agathBt economic deteriora- 
tion, or to achieve effectively progress In 
social and economic matters. We are all 
well aware of the common Communist argu- 
ment that strikes axe unnecessary In a social- 
ist country, but we cannot accept this falla- 
cious argument. Tbe long history of Soviet 
"self -criticism" by itself, let alone the real 
rather than official facts, proves that with- 
out trade unions permitted to strike o- de- 
sirous of seeking the right to strike, abuses 
occur against working men and wot king 
women. Yet. the trade unions, harnessed 
as they are to the machinery of the Commu- 
nist state, make no protest. In fact, they 
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are silent partners In tbe Exploitation of 
their own members. 

Such unions cannot be called free. In- 
deed, they do not deserve the appellation of 
"trade unions." 

The existence of slave-labor campa whose 
population runs into uncalculated millions, 
of whom a large portion are sentenced by 
administrative rather than judicial order; 
tbe heavy penalties for absenteeism or tardi- 
ness — punishment severe by any known 
standard in the modern world; the body of 
administrative law which ties the worker 
to his Job and makes It most difficult If he 
seeks to move without the permission of 
management — all of these prove beyond 
doubt that In the Soviet Union as well as 
In the satellite nations, the major opponent 
of true trade union rights and fundamental 
civil liberties and civil rights is in fact, the 
Communist Party and the Communist -con- 
trolled government. This party and this 
government, though It falsely claims to speak 
for the workers, is actually the dictatorship 
of an elite group over the proletariat, and it 
treats the workers and their trade unions 
as a subjugated, capitive manpower force. 

Honest workers throughout the free dem- 
ocratic world and truly honest lawyers know 
It is dishonest In the face of the facts, to 
equate the position of the workers In the 
Communist world with those In the free 
nations. Unions cannot be free unless they 
have tbe right to use the strike weapon, re- 
gardless of the type of society or govern- 
ment in which they operate. Unions can- 
not be free if they are controlled by a mono- 
lithic political party and have their freedom 
and initiative made subordinate to the Mil 
of a political dictatorship. 

Trade unions cannot be free and indepen- 
dent unless they are prepared to take an ac- 
tive part In developing and strengthening 
the Civil liberties and clvtl rights, not only 
of working people but of every section or 
society — for only a free society in wh:ch 
there is freedom of choice, lawful action and 
freedom of movement, can promise, over the 
long run. a better world for tbe people. 

Thus, the question becomes one of honesty 
of approach to this vita] problem of trade 
union and civil rights. 

As counsel for organizations affiliated with 
the International Confederation of F.ee 
Trade Unions, we must challenge the ap- 
proach typified by the resolution of t.ie 
International Conference of Lawyers and by 
M. Lyon-Caen's speech, which seeks to make 
an illogical and baseless comparison between 
the dictatorships of tbe world and the dem- 
ocracies of the world. 

We denounce the resolution of the Inter- 
national Conference of Lawyers and M 
Lyon-Caen's speech as a disservice to all 
real trade unionists who everywhere seek 
the extension and development of truly 
democratic systems which will bring politi- 
cal freedom, economic security and the 
chance for economic and creative advance- 
ment to ail the peoples of the world.

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The records of the Chicago Police Department gave information 
that Arthur Goldberg, attorney, had worked on the case of the Lewistown 
defendants who had been charged with criminal syndicalism and was among 
those present at a celebration in the office of the International Labor Defense 
on February 22, 1941. This celebration was over the release of the 
defendants and the winning of ,the case was said to be a victory for the 
cause of the Communist Party. 

In June, 1941, the records of the police department further 
showed that ^one Arthur Goldberg, with" others, was checking over the 
affidavits received at the International Labor Defense office in Chicago 
during the six months prior to April 25, 1941, and the records were to 
be sent to the national branch of the International Labor Defense office at 
the request of yito Marcantonio. W 

You will recall that in 1950 Goldberg headed off several 
resolutions from getting out of the Resolutions Committee at the CIO 
convention. These resolutions emanated from persons close to Walter 
Reuther which were critical of the Bureau. 

Goldberg, from my own knowledge, prepared the cases against 
the eleven Communist^dominated unions which were expelled from the CIO 
and personally handled the presentation of the cases before the CIO Executive 
Committee .

There are numerous references in Bureau files to 
Arthur J* Goldberg although no actual investigation has been 
conducted by the Bureau concerning him* A brief report in a 
closed status was submitted by the Chicago Office on 
September 23, 1941* This report contained information from 
the files of the Chicago Office reflecting Goldberg's affiliation 
with several Communist front organisations* 

On March 21, 1952, the Domestic Intelligence Division 
wrote a lengthy memorandum of a summary of all pertinent 
information then available in Bureau files* This summary contains 
allegations concerning Goldberg's attendance at Communist Party 
meetings and affairs and his association with Communist Party 
officials in the early 1940 f s* It was pointed out in this 
summary, however, that none of this information could be said 
to have been furnished by informants of established reliability* 

This summary memorandum also set forth information

He stated it is a matter of record that in 1939, 1940 and 
1941 he was brought into the CIO to oppose the Communist element and 
that he authored the first anti-Communist provision in the Chicago and 
State CIO Constitution which prohibited Communists from joining the CIO.

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(4) I Inquired if he attended a picnic at Pilsen Park, 
Chicago, on July 4, 1942, which picnic was under the auspices of the 
Illinois State Communist Party. 

He stated he did not attend such a picnic in Pilsen 
Park; that in July, 1942, he was not in Chicago; he was in OSS in 
Washington where he had entered on duty in March of 1942. 

(5) X inquired whether he had attended a conference 
of high-ranking leaders of the Communist Party on February 27, 1943, 
at the Mullenhach Industrial Institute* 

He denied this, stating he was not in Chicago 
at that time but was in Washington.

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(U) I inquired if he had any connection with the 
defense of the Lewis town defendants who had been charged with 
criminal syndicalism and whether he was among those present at 
a celebration of their victory in the office of the International Labor 
Defense on February ZZ % 1941. 

He stated he recalls vaguely a case involving 
the Lewis town defendants; he had absolutely no connection whatsoever 
with this case and he most certainly did not attend any victory 
celebration in the offices of the International labor Defense at any 
time. 

(12) I inquired whether in the summer of 1941 he 
was checking affidavits received at the International Labor Defense 
which affidavits were sent to the national branch of the International 
Labor Defense office at the request of Vito Marcantonio. 

He stated most assuredly he did not check any . 
such affidavits and never did anything for the International Labor 
Defense. 

(13) I inquired whether he was one of the representatives 
at a meeting of the International Workers Order of Chicago in July, 
1942. 

He stated he was not; that he may have met with 
people connected with the International Workers Order who were in the 
labor movement but if so, it was at a labor meeting. 

In this connection, our information was that the 
Arthur J. Goldberg involved was an attorney, 39 South LaSalle Street, 
Chicago, 

This, Goldberg stated, was his address but he 
was never connected in any way with the International Workers Order and 
in July, 1942, he was in Washington in OSS and not in Chicago. 
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(14) I asked him if he was a sponsor of the National 
Emergency Conference held in Washington in May, 1939. 

Goldberg stated he had heard he was so listed 
in the House Committee on Un-American Activities records; that his 
name could have been used, but he has no specific recollection of it 
and he certainly did not attend any National Emergency Conference; 
that as a general proposition he was hostile to organizations generally 
having the same purpose as the American Civil Liberties Ttodon and he 
could not conceive of his being associated in any way, although he 
may have granted permission to use his name but he could not recall 
it and he most assuredly was not at the conference, 

(15) I inquired if he had served as a sponsor for 
the National Federation for Constitutional Liberties. 

He stated he cannot recall granting permission 
to use his j*me in any way, shape or form; that he would not 
categorically say he did not grant permission to use his name, but 
he simply could not recall it.

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Goldberg stated he thinks that there is 
correspondence in CIO files which would prove, if necessary, that 
beginning in 1948 he opposed the CIO giving money to the National 
Lawyers Guild and from 1943 on the CIO did not give money to the 
National lawyers Guild. 

He farther stated that Morris Ernst could 
testify as to his opposition to Communists in the Guild beginning in 
the late Thirties and early Forties, 

(17) I inquired whether he was connected with 
Russian War Relief in Chicago. 

He stated that in 1946 he knew then what the 
Russians were up to; that he could not reconcile himself having 
membership; that he might have attended some meeting but he thought 
this was remote. 

Our information was that he was a signer of 
some activity for Russian War Relief and that this Arthur Goldberg 
resided at 5411 South Greenwood Avenue. 

He stated this was his address, but that he had 
no recollection. 

(18) I inquired whether he was ever connected with the 
United Spanish Aid Committee. 

He stated he had contributed to the United Spanish 
Aid Committee during the Spanish Civil War, however, when the 
Communist domination became known, he withdrew his support. 
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(19) I inquired whether he had requested to speak 
at a rally sponsored by the Jewish Section of the. Young Communist 
Xieague at Temple Judea, Chicago, Illinois^ on September 12, 1941.

in OSS as a trusted employee of OSS. His only contact with him has been 
an official contact in OSS. He regards ^ JJfcas eccentric, he would 
not trust him too far, although^ H did name him, along with a 
group of others, to whom he was dedicating his book. 

Goldberg stated that he realized full well that the 
session with him today was very unumual. He deeply appreciated our 
attitude; this strengthened his own personal feelings toward the Bureau 
and he stated if there were any other questions or if on further 
reflection we doubted anything he told us, he would then welcome a 
searching inquiry. 

He stated he has a KeBerve Commission in the Air 
Force and he hopes we can find some way to send his information to 
any other agencies possessing the information linking him with the 
International Labor Defense. I told him we would be glad to do this. 

Since we have furnished information to Sherman Adams, 
the Whit e House, ONI, ^a nd CIA^. it is suggested a memorandum be pre- 
pared rurnishing the essence of the above , as well as to th e Air Force, 

My frank opinion is that there is another Arthur Goldberg 
in Chicago. Considerable of the information on Goldberg comes from 
Chicago Police Department files and the Navy. 1 think an injustice has 
been done in disseminating the information which we had, although I 
cannot see where the Bureau can be blamed for this, but certainly the 
information comes from sources that cannot be considered as being 
reliable. 
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Goldberg himself mentioned he had always thought 
perhaps the Police might have been the source of boixii& of this 
information. 1 told him perhaps sometime when he was in Chicago 
it might be to his advantage to go to the police and arrange to 
get himself on record* 

Certainly Goldberg's record of anti- Communist

amazing, unrelenting growth. We cannot turn back the clock, and if we could it || 

would not be desirable to do so. Bigness is a part of today's life and only romantic- j>; 
ists seriously visualise a change in this pattern. - . ^ 

Certainly, our experience with bigness in corporations provides proof of this ;j|J 
fact if proof is' required. For almost 70 years now, since the passage of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act, the Federal government ass wrestled with the problem of 
bigness in corporations. Nevertheless, corporations have grown apace, notwithstanding 

the statute* 

Life in a society of big units may not always be pleasant, but putting 
nostalgia aside, it is certainly better than it used to be in the so-called "good - j|| 
old days," Certainly for the average working man, his standard of living has been £ 
markedly improved in the era which has been characterized by big business units |/> 
and by the growth of big unions. 

There are four areas where it seems reasonably clear that large unions serve 
the purposes of the individual and of the society better than small unions — or at 
a very minimum, serve these purposes no worse than snail unions. 

First, in the big, rich, mass-production industries that dominate the American 
economy, it seems to me beyond need of proof that big unionism is the only effective 
and satisfactory form of unionism. 

Second, I think that a study of the internal structures and practices of big 
unions and g"gll unions would show no particular advantage for the smaller, presumably 
more grass-roots type of labor organization, in the area of ethical practices and 
democratic rights. The Ethical Practices Committee of the 3FW3IO found evidences 

of corruption and lack of democracy in a few small unions and in a large one, too # 

~ M3KE — 
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Corruption is not a function of bigness in unions; indeed, there is room for /: 

speculating that the smaller group, with its more convenient power levers available ^ 
to corrupt elements, nay be more susceptible to perversion of ethical and democratic 
rights than larger, more formal entities. 

Third, large unions seem as capable and as desirous as smaller organizations . ^ 

in promoting civil rights programs, protecting the due process of members and insist- '*£ 

ing on formal procedures to protect individual members from unfair actions by fellow ^, 

members or by officers* Perhaps because of their bigness, diversified membership .^[ 
nnrf all-inclusiveness, many of the larger unions can point to far more progress in 

the fields of civil liberties and civil rights than many of the small unions, 

* 

Fourth, big unions have developed imposing educational, citizenship and 
community service programs. These are unselfish projects which inure to the gain of 
the communities as well as the members. While the union as an organism certainly 
derives benefits from raising the educational level of its membership, or of matt i ng 
its members and their families more sophisticated politically, it is equally clear 
that over the long run that same process also serves to enable the members to play 
a more useful role in their own relationship with the union organization and in the ^ , 
performance of their civic obligations. : -■;„ 

The member of a union has a citizenship responsibility to exert his franchise - f. 
in his union, and thereby to insure that the organization represents the will of the ; * : ^ 
majority. There are cases, in both big unions and small, where that franchise has /* 
not been exerted sufficiently or at all. f" 

But I see no pattern emerging in the American trade union movement to suggest 

that the individual has fewer rights, or exercises his rights less, or receives 

less service, or gets fewer benefits in a big union as compared to his brother in 

the smaller trade union organizations.

The other day I ehatted about unions and many things and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad strike with the spokesman for 20,000 business firms. Be is Charles Sligh, 
executive vice president and operating staff chief of the National Assn. of 
Manufacturers. "This country," be said quite strongly, "cannot tolerate having two 
kinds of justice « one for unions and one for everyone else."

Mr. Sligh then recalled that this summer I bed interviewed Arthur Goldberg, 
labor's most brilliant attorney. The lawyer, who I believe some day will sit on the 
Supreme Court, had said that some of those who criticise labor 'We always opposed 
the existence of effective trade unions and... have seised upon the element of bigness 
as merely the latest in a series of propaganda weapons." 

Since "equal time" is in the air, I thought of "equal space" for Mr. Sligh 
if he cared to put his point of view on the line. He did. It's a strong point of 
view. Here it is: . 

"It should be obvious to all," said Mr* Sligh, "that in our society certain 
functions can be performed best by large organizations -- large labor unions, large 
corporations, large research organisations, large educational institutions. 
*b/C_^ %st of the critics of labor unions or of corporations do not object to 
•bigness' as such. Their concern is whether this leads to a position of monopoly 

power. NOT RECORDED 

"Size alone, as Arthur Goldberg states, is not the sole* st&no , as# ox^^ood or 
evil. The anti-trust laws recognize this and, as Mr. Goldberg points out, these 
lavs have not prevented the growth of America's productive corporations. 

*1he evil that the anti-trust laws seek to prevent in business is not 'bigness' 
but monopoly. This is immediately evident when one examines the antl -trust actions 
taken by the government. Anti-trust laws are enforced, not only in actions against 

giants ef industry, but also against tiny companies which have either achieved 

monopoly or which have engaged in business practices which tend toward the 
elimination of competition. -"MORE--

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•The thinking critic of today's union movement is .ilarmed by the monopoly 
power of some unions rather than by the size of the unions* For more than 50 years, 
the laws of the U*S«» have been strengthened constantly to protect the public 
against the possibility of development of monopoly power in business, under today's 
laws there is no legal protection against the monopoly power of labor unions unless 
the unions exert this power in collusion with employers. „,- 

"This double standard of lav. which makes identical actions illegal if ^ 

performed by one organization and legal if performed by another, obviously cannot 
be right, the public deserves protection from monopolies no matter from what 
quarter they threaten. 

"It is evident that a union, to be effective, must not be substantially . VJ . 
weaker than the employer with which it must deal. But there are many unions today 
which are overwhelmingly stronger than the employers with which they must deal. -y 

"In the mass production industries which Mr. Goldberg mentions, many . j 

companies compete with each other, while in most such industries one union deals -\jd 
with all employers and holds bargaining strength far greater than any individual ^ 
company with which it deals. * 

'Tor instance, five companies make passenger automobiles in quantity, but - •■'! 
one union dictates the labor conditions in all of them. In the steel Industry, <,* | 
which Mr. Goldberg cites, there are many producing companies, but only one major \ 
union t 

"Such situations as these have led to industry-wide bargaining and inevitably
